H e accused the W isconsin Sen­ 
ato r of “instituting a reign of 
te rro r am ong officials and em ­ 
ployes in the U nited States gov­ 
ernm ent, none of w hom can be 
sure o i safety from attack by the 
m achine

L attim ore is director of a school 
of in tern atio n al relations a t Johns 
H opkins U niversity. He flew back 
to this country from a U nited N a­ 
tions m ission in A fghanistan after 
M cC arthy m ade his accusations.

L attim ore told the inquiry com­ 
m ittee tha t M cC arthy has:

Sen. Elmer Thomas Demands 
Senate Inv estigate Pearson Sou rce

WASHINGTON.—Oklahoma’s surly Senator 
•H!:otton Elmer” Thomas was so burned up aft« 
this column corrected his version of Gâterai 
Bradley’s secret testimony of the possibility of 
war that Thomas has now ordered a Senate 
subcommittee to investigate. 
The subcommittee is supposed to find out how 
this column got General Bradley’s secret testi­ 
mony. Senator Thomas had reported to the press 
that the chief of staff was not worried about 
war with Russia. To keep the record straight, 
however, this column gave a word-by-word ac- 
eount of Bradley’s remarks, which differed con­ 
siderably from Senator Thomas’s version. 
Following this, “ Cotton Elm « ” named three 
Senators to investigate this columnist — J oe 
0*Mahoney of Wyoming, Willis Robertson of 
Virginia and Homer Ferguson of Michigan. They 
siw now checking on all the secret transcripts 
to find which one might have slipped into Drew 
Pearson’s hands. What stumps the investigators, 
however, is that the column also quoted what 
General Bradley said off-the-record — which 
doesn’t even appear in the stenographic tran­ 
scripts. 
So far the subcommittee suspects a certain 
Republican Senator of leaking the story to Pear- 
smi, but I can assure the subcommittee that its 
chief suspect wasn’t even present during Brad­ 
ley’s testimony. 
Meanwhile, this column serves notice that any 
time a responsible official is misquoted mi any­ 
thing the pubhe is entitled to know about, the 
eolumn will do iU best to get the true facts. 
More le Inveetlgste 
What Bradley said, summed up briefly, was 
that Russia won’t have the industrial capacity 
nor the atomic stockpile to start a war for at 
least two years. However, he warned that Russia 
is a bully nation and might get careless whom 
^ e pushes around. He also refused to predict 
what Russia might do after two years. 
Gmieral Bradley also made other significant 
observations the public is entitled to know but 
which tMs column didn’t have space to print 
In the story now being investigated. So here is 
scmie more for the investigators te investsgete. 
Sen. Burnet Maybank of South Carolina ques­ 
tioned Bradley sharply on whether the |13,D00,- 
000,000 budget was an absolute minimum. 
“ I certainly would hate to see the figure be­ 
com e any smaller,” replied Bradley. Then he 
declared flatly: “ This amount was determined 
before we learned that Russia had the etomie 
bomb.” 
He assured, however, that he was willing to 
go along with a $13,000,000,000 budget for the 
sake of economy. 
“ In other words,” suggested Massachusetts* 
$en. Leverett Saltonstall, “ as a good citizen you 
believe we should live within our means.” 
“ Yes, but I would like to qualify that,” Brad­ 
ley hesitated. 
“ You don’t want to qualify the good citizen 
part,” smiled Saltonstall. 
Then 
Bradley 
explained: 
“ The 
eventual 
strength of our country depends upon its in­ 
dustrial capacity. We must not destroy that by 
spending too much from year to year. So if X 
eame .here recommending $30,000,000,000 or 
$40,000,000,000 for defense, you should start 
searching to r a new chairman of the joint chiefs 
of staff. • • • 
“ It is true that our forces—aground, air and 
navy—are not sufficient now to fight a major 
war,” Bradley mnphasizod. “ Nor do we expect 
to be su£ fici« it for such a calamity by the end 
of fiscal year 1951,” he continued. “ But I feel 
that we are going to achieve the necessary 
forces to prevent a disastrous attack from crip­ 
pling tho nation. I also believe that wo will bo 
able te win a war if it comes.” 
He predicted that this country’s “ mobilization 
llgse*’—its industrül potential, reserve forces 
and military educatimi system—would “ win a 
war if it is thrust upon us.”

On the books, the NSRB has the 
vital job of blueprinting civil defense, relocating 
industries, finding the most effective use of 
resources, and planning for regulating produc­ 
tion, manpower, and government facilities in 
time of emergency. 
But, this sll-lmportant board has been both 
leaderless and Idcktd around by agencies that 
should be obeying its orders. 
The military-controUed Munitions Board is 
now virtually independent The Atomic Commis­ 
sion has not turned over enough hard facts 
about atomic warfare to plan a realistic civil 
defense. And, the General Services Administra- 
Oa n does not want to give the board authority 
to plan the relocation of government. 
Inside reason why the NSRB takes such a 
kicking around is that it has had no fuU-time 
boss. J ohn Steelman, the eager profMsor and 
No. 1 White House aide, is the acting chairman. 
His method of operation was to take a quick 
peek at the board about once a week, see a few 
officials on the run, and dash back across the 
street to the White House.

Letting CJermany Rearm Now 
Wou ld be a Dangerou s Step 


By Bniee Biosaal 
Winston Churchill for the second time in re- 
esnt weeks has proposed that the Germans be 
ealled on to aid the defense of their own coun­ 
try and Western Europe against possible attack 
by Russia. 
He insisted that in his first comment he said 
nothing about “ rearming Germany.” 
But he 
added that he sees no reason why British, Am­ 
erican, French and German soldiers “ should not 
stand in the line together on honorable terms 
of comradeship as part of a combined system 
of defense.” 
There’s nothing particularly new in Church­ 
ill’s views. 
Many w est« n officials have been 
saying for some time, either publicly or private­ 
ly, that Germany must be allowed to take part 
in the defense of the West. 
But it’s an explosive issue. 
Naturally the 
West, and especiallyy France, doesn’t wish to 
encourage the rebirth of the same German 
military might that twice carried the world into 
war. 
A Germany strong enough militarily to 
stand on its own feet and throw its weight 
wherever it chose is considered unthinkable. 
What the West wants is a German force that 
could be incorporated into a general West Eu­ 
ropean army and held under outside control. 
Such a force would stand, too, as a balance 
against East German combat units converted 
from the so-called “ people’s police” in the So­ 
viet zone of Germany. 
As one writer put it, the West is trying to con­ 
ceive a German army “ which will impress the 
Russians but will not alarm the French.” 
Yet such an objective may very well be im­ 
possible. 
Germany’s military value doesn’t lie 
in her rank-and-file manpower but in her in­ 
dustrial strength, her trained officer corps, her 
highly developed military technology. 
It is 
these the West needs. 
The foot soldiers of whom Churchill speaks 
are not required. The Weet has plenty of ordi­ 
nary military manpower. 
There’s a big ques­ 
tion, moreover, just how well the German foot 
soldier would fight undor foreign leadership in 
a cause he has thus far showed no great interest 
ia. 
The uneomfortsble feci is that the military 
kaow» how and ecmiomic strength the West real­ 
ly requires cannot actually be gained without 
allowing Germany to rearm in the very way 
we consider most dangerous. 
There may come a time when it will be safe 
to permit German rearmament in the only man­ 
ner that will do the West genuine good. 
But 
that moment doesn’t even appear to be in sight 
right now. 
It wiU arrive when Germany has 
unmistakably embraced enough 
the West’s 
ideals of freedom and democracy to wish to 
Idsntily itseH voluntarily with the European 
family of fyee nstiens.

Don’t bu ild y ou r life according to any p attern shown to 
y ou in the v alley of fear. Walt till y ou get to fhe mou nt of faith 
and then bu ild y ou r life plans. A strong healthy wife was afraid 
to nav e a baby , and so allowed an abortion. There was no phy si­ 
cal reason why she shou ldn’t hav e had that baby , bu t fear 
paraly zed her creativ e instinct. And now her arms are forev er 
childless. Fear left that emptiness. Nothing that cou ld hav e hap ­ 
pened in childbirth wou ld hav e been as hard as the lifelong pain 
of empty arms, the mother instinct fru strated. She lov ed her­ 
self; and hence had nothing to lov e ex cept herself.

I was su rp rised at my own boldness, for Tm not natu rally 
cou rageou s. My resolv e, made beforehand, nev er to act on fear 
had held me in that crisis. Make a lift choice of faith as a p erma­ 
nent life attitude.

Collins said police first would 
trace movements of Binaggio and 
Gargotta last night.

Heath, Jr., 26, driv er. They con­ 
tinu ed to their destination after 
leav ing the plant. Both said they 
did not know the tru ck had in­ 
ju red any one. 
R. E. Eaton, general manager 
of Ru pert, said 11 men were dis­ 
charged last Friday becau se '>f 
trou ble with their time cards. The 
11 set u p a picket line Monday 
and the other 250 employ es refu s­ 
ed to cross it, he added. 
F. J. Wilkcrson of Sheboy gan. 
Wis., assistant pu rchasing agent 
•for the electric Spray it Co., flew 
to Kansas City and obtained a 
replev in for sev eral thou sand parts 
his company was pu rchasing from 
Ru pert Diecasting Co. 
Wilkerson said he rented the 
tru ck, obtained Heath’s serv ices 
as a driv er, and went to the plant 
with the depu ty sheriff.

John J. McCloy, U. S. h i^ com- 
mittioner in Germany, has warn­ 
ed western Europe that an effec­ 
tive union, includinf Germany, 
is important to continued Ameri­ 
can interest and support 
"Today the United States Is 
firmiy c<nnmitteed to help Europe 
and has shown in many ways its 
hope for the development of a 
European community. Tomorrow 
that interest may decline from 
its prm nt high level unless it 
is matched by the interest of 
others.’’ 
Returning to Europe after con­ 
ferences with Washington offi­ 
cials, the high commissioner chose 
to make his statement in London, 
where there Is a great wariness 
of European ties whidi might in- 
terfeiQe 
with 
British 
cmnmon- 
wealth commitments. 
McCloy*s speech was followed 
immediately by a statement from 
Seoretary Acheson that the U. S. 
favors immediate steps to include 
Gennany in a western European 
organization. 
U. S. policy is to hold off the 
pressure of the Soviet Union, use 
Germany’s industrial potential for 
the benefit of all Europe, but at 
the same time to prevent Ger­ 
many from ever renewing her 
threat to European peace. 
Has Various Angles 
That’s allied policy, too, but 
approached from different angles 
by the British and French accord­ 
ing to their differing positions. 
Britain wants to avoid too much 
German commercial competition. 
France is less interested in that 
than in in security from their old 


enemy. The U. S. is urgent about 
economic recovery. 
France is represented as will­ 
ing to go ahead with the integra­ 
tion of Germany into a western 
organization, but only if Britain 
stands at her side to make sure 
that Germany wiU not eventually 
wag the dog. Britain feels that 
she is less a European country 
than the center of the British 
commonwealth and that she can­ 
not do anything to embrass her 
freedom of action in that respect 
That the German problem is 
becoming 
increasingly 
pressing, 
however, is plain, llie idea of 
making her a neutral buffer is 
being advanced by German right­ 
ists, particularly the brotherhood, 
an organization of former German 
officers. Their idea seems to be 
to play East against West for 
their own benefit, and for the 
purpose of taking over Gennany 
when the pressures have become 
too gn êt for the Bonn govern­ 
ment The neutrality idea also is 
receiving warm Communist sup­ 
port. 
As the Atlantic pact members 
begin to 
set up their 
military 
**table of organization,” the de­ 
fense of Western Germany be­ 
comes a prime factor. It has been 
put aside pending the first steps 
in other countries, and top allied 
officials constntly deny plans for 
rearming the Germans. But the 
question keeps popping up. The 
lower house of the Dutch parlia­ 
ment 
voted only this 
week in 
favor of rearmament. Evidence o 
Russian rearmament of Eastern 
Germany arrives almost daily. 
More about the whole thing will 
be heard at the London confer­ 
ence next month. 


New Offer Is 
Made Chrysler 


DETROIT. April t —m —A new 
and different union pension pro­ 
posal brought the biggest break to 
date in the 71-day Chrysler strike 
Wednesday. 
The company admitted it was 
"considering” the peace offer by 
the CXO-United Auto Workers. 
This 
statement 
immediately 
boosted h ^ for a quick return to 
work of 8 9 ,000 Chrysler strikers 
and some 50,000 other persons 
idled indirectly by the long shut­ 
down. 
"We are considering the union 
proposal,” said Chrysler in a brief 
but official statement six hours 
after it was placed on the bargain­ 
ing table. 
The fact that the offer went that 
long without being rejected was 
the most encouraging sign since 
the strike began. 
Federal and state mediators re­ 
cessed negotiations indefinitely as 
settlement prospects bri^tened. 
They said both company and union 
agreed to meet again at their call, 


which probably will come tomor­ 
row.

Acheson Anxious 
It Be Taken In 
On The Council 
Of Europe 


WASHINGTON, April ( 
—(A*)—Secretary of State 
Acheson declared Wednes­ 
day the United States favors 
immediate steps to fit Ger 
many into the org anization 
of Western Europe. 
Speciiically, he told a news 
conference, he wishes Germany 
would join the Council of Europe 
The Western German g overnment 
has been offered an associate 
membership in that international 
org anization, but so far has failed 
to acoe||t it. 
Acheson discussed the German 
question briefly at a news con­ 
ference at which he also announc­ 
ed that the 12 North Atlantic 
Council Nations have ag reed the 
Council should meet in London 
about May 15. 
He will g o to London by way 
of Paris, he said, and prior to the 
Council meeting will hold a series 
of talks in the British capital with 
Ta rtim Minister Bevin and French 
Foreife Minister Schuman. 
Take Up Germuiy Future 
The discussions of the big three 
western foreig n ministers are ex­ 
pected to be conœmed primarily 
with the future of Germany in 
relation to the g rowing integ ration 
of the non-Communist European 
relation to the g rowing integ ration 
of the non-Communist European 
states. A show-down on American, 
British and French policies on this 
issue may very possibly develop. 
The key to United States policy 
was g iven in Acheson’s ccmiments 
today and in a statement made in 
London last nig ht by John J. Mc- 
Cloy, the American hig h commis­ 
sioner in Germany. 
"The fact is,” McCloy told a 
London 
audience, 
“we 
cannot 
solve the German problem with­ 
out fitting it into the larg er con­ 
text of a United Europe.” 
Th zt also is clearly Acheson’s 
view, and the ultimate g oal of the 
United States is increasing parti­ 
cipation 
for 
the 
reconstructed 
former enemy nation until it be­ 
comes a full scale partner in a 
western European union.

1 1 U. s. Super Salesmen and a Lo ud Necktie 
Sho w Skeptical British Ho w to Really Sell

NE YORK—(NEA)—The Brit­ 
ish have always heard a lot abou t 
the brassy, ag g ressive American 
salesman. Well, it isn’t hearsay 
any long er. They know, firsthand. 
Eleven U. S. bu sinessman, vir­ 
tu ally all sales manag ers, traveled 
to Britain to tell their Eng lish 
cou sins how to sell more g oods 
in this cou ntry. Britain needs to 
close a g ap of arou nd $6 00 mil­ 
lion a year between what it bu ys 
and sells here. 
The Americans g ave the Brit­ 
ishers the fu ll treatment in slam- 
bang sales meeting style, and they 
ap p arently loved it. British p ro­ 
du cers decided they were seeing 
Americans as they behaved at 
home, not with their comp any 
manners on disp lay. 
Arthu r H. Motley, 49 -year-old 
p u blisher and leader of the vis­ 
itors, set the key for the trip on 
the way over. 
He scanned the 
fancy sp eeches 
his comp anions 
had ready, and su g g ested they be 
tossed ou t a p orthole. 
• 
• 
• 
^‘When we go t there we let ’em 
have it straig ht,” Motley says. 
“We told ’em if they wanted to 
earn more U. S. dollars they’d 
have to sell the way we do. We 
made it clear nobody over here 
was g oing to bu y their stu ff ju st 
to help Britain ou t of a hole. The 
days of ‘bu ndles for Britain’ are 
g one. 
“We advised ’em to forg et abou t 
trying 
to 
u ndersell 
American 
p rodu cts in some big , concerted 
camp aig n. Britain is a nation of 
small indu stries. So we recom­ 
mended that maybe 10,000 of these 
small p rodu cers shoot for ou r

market with sp ecialties and qu al­ 
ity p rodu cts tailored to meet U. S. 
needs. 
“That way they cou ld earn mil­ 
lions of dollars withou t creating 
a big stir that cou ld lead to p ro­ 
p osals for hig her tariffs to keep 
their g oods ou t.” 
To 
skep tical 
Britishers, 
the 
Americans offered actu al case his­ 
tories to show it cou ld be done. 
They told of a p neu matic tool 
maker who won 
a big order from 
General Motors hjecau se he con­ 
vinced the firm his p rodu ct was 
su p erior. They mentioned a p u mp 
manu factu rer who fou nd the U.S. 
tariff too hig h so decided instead 
to sell his technical know-how to 


an American p rodu cer. He col­ 
lected valu able dollars in royalty 
form.

The v isito rs hammered away on 
the need 
for finding ou t what 
Americans really like, and biting 
into the market in small chu nks. 
Says Motley: 
“We kep t talking abou t the way 
Americans g o for color. One day 
I told a meeting : ‘You British 
seem to p refer black cars. Well, 
we don’t. Abou t the only time 
we ride in a black one is on ou r 
last trip , in a horizontal p osition.’ 
“They joked abou t ou r lou d ties. 
I told ’em that was ju st another 
p roof Americans like color, and 
added: ‘Those ties you fellows are 
wearing may be fine merchandise 
Bu t don’t bother to send them 
over to u s. They wou ldn’t g o.’ 
“Once, however, a woman told 
me she liked the screamer I was 
wearing and wished she had one 
like it for her hu sband. I took 
the tie off rig ht then and g ave 
it to her. When she p rotested, I 
said: ‘That’s p art of the Ameri­ 
can sales ap p roach. We believe 
in qu ick delivery.’ ”

Mo tley fo und himself an object 
of some wonder, too, becau se he 
wore both a belt and su sp enders. 
To the p ractical British this looked 
a little wastefu l. He says: “I told 
the dou bters that was a p erfect 
examp le of American selling . You 
don’t have to stop at selling a 
man ju st what he absolu tely needs. 
If you can sell a belt to a man 
with su sp enders, fine.” The Brit­ 
ish p ress made the most of the 
incident, disp laying p ictu res of 
Motley with belt and “braces” in 
fu ll view. 
When the British learned the 
visitors were themselves 
small 
bu sinessmen and that half had 
been in their p resent bu sinesses 
only since the war, they realized 
the Americans’ p roblems in crack- 


ing their home markets were a 
lot like their own. 
Thou g h they had the blessing 
of Pau l Hoffman, EGA adminis­ 
trator, and were sp onsored by Na­ 
tional Sales Execu tives, Inc., a 
sales 
manag ement 
org anization, 
the 11 Americans p aid their own 
way on the tou r that took them 
to seven British cities before 2500 
manu factu rers. They went over at 
Britain’s invitation.

Lattimore, an authority on Far 


Eastern affairs, took note of Mc- 
Carthy's contention that he can 
prove Lattimore is or was a Com 
munist and declared: 
k'I was not and have not been 


a Communist; and I am not a 
Communist now." 
Lattimore made his denial in 


testimony prepared for a Senate 
Foreign Relations subcommittee 
investigating McCarthy's charge 
that Communists and Red synv 
pathizers have infested the State 
Department. 
Hit Back Hard 
Hitting back hard in a 10,000- 


word statement, Lattimore said 
McCarthy has violated his respon- 
sibility "by making the govern- 
ment of the United States an 
object of suspicion in the eyes 
of the anti-Communist world, and 
undoubtedly the laughing stock of 
the Communist governments.1' 


Latimore 
also 
declared 
that 


McCarthy has impaired the effec- 
tiveness ot the government "ir. 
its relations with its friends anc 
allies." 
H« accused the Wisconsin Sen- 


ator of "instituting a reign of 
terror among officials and em- 
ployes in the United States gov- 
ernment, none of whom can be 
sure of safety from attack by the 
machine 
gun 
of Irresponsible 


publicity i» Joseph ' McCarthy's 
hands." 
Lattimore is director of a school 


of international relations at Johns 
Hopkins University. He flew back 
to this country from a United Na- 
tions mission in Afghanistan after 
McCarthy made his accusations. 


Accusation* 
Lattimore told the inquiry com- 


mittee that McCarthy has: 


1. "Without authorization used 


secret documents obtained from 
Official government files." 


2. "Villified 
citizens 
of 
the 


United States and accused them 
of high crime, without giving 
them an opportunity to defend 
themselves." 


3. "Refused to submit alleged 


documentary evidence to a duly 
constituted committee of the Sen- 
ate."4. "Invited disrespect to himsell 
and his high office by refusing 
to live up to his word." 


A* for the McCarthy charges 


against him, Lattimore said that 
in effect they amount to an accu- 
sation ot disloyalty and treason. 
Then he added: 


"McCarthy's charges are un- 


true. As soon as I heard of the 
substance of the charges I de- 
nounced them for what they were: 
Base and contemptible lies.'' 


In saying that McCarthy had 


failed to live up to his word, 
Lattimore noted the Senator had 
promised the Senate that any 
charges he made under "the cloak 
of immunity" he would repeat off 
the floor so, as Lattimore put it, 
"their falseness could be tested 
in a court of the United States.'' 
Lattimore added: 


"He said that if he should fail 


to do this he would resign. He 
has been called to repeat his 
charges so that they could be 
tested in a court of action. He 
has failed to do so. And he has 
not resigned." 


Lattimore declared: 
"I think that I would be the 


instrument of a great service to 
the country if the Senator would 
resign, and I want to deal with 
each of nis charges."

Binaggio, Kansas City Political 
Figure, Gargotta, Ex-Convict, 
Found Shot to Death In Club 


One Slain Was on 
Verge of Retiring 
From Political Field; 
Had Told Newsmen 


KANSAS CITY, April 6— 


(/P)—Charles Binaggio was 
killed apparently as he was 
on the verge of announcing 
his retirement from 
the 


Kansas City political pic- 
ture. 


Last fall he told newspapermen 


he was preparing to move out of 
politics and relinquish control of 
the powerful northside organiza- 
tion he fostered. He planned to 
dispose of some of his business 
holdings and enter a new venture, 
tie said. 


Last Tuesday, during the state- 


wide election qn the gas tax in- 
crease, he told newsmen he might 
take some definite action shortly, 
but wanted to get the election out 
of the way first. 
For Governor Smith 
Binaggio was a supporter of 


Gov. Forrest Smith, who sponsored 
the gas tax increase. The gas tax 
hike carried in only two Kansas 
City wards, Binaggio's first and 
the second, controlled by his as- 
sociate, Henry McKissick. 


Another factor supporting the 


move of Binaggio to retire was 
the fact he had made an appli- 
cation for transfer of his voting 
residence from the first ward to 
his home on the south side. 


"The slaying of Binaggio now 


is expected to change materially 
the Democratic political organiza- 
tion set up in Kansas City," the 
Kansas City Star said today. "It 
could well result in a get together 
of opposing factions as represent- 
ed by the Pendergast organization 
and the north side group of which 
Binaggio was the head. 


Hoped for Harmony 
"It is known that an approach 


was made recently through a rep- 
resentative of the north side fac- 
tion with those in the 
organization looking toward get- 
ting together. It did not get any 
place. The feeling between Jim 
Pendergast 
and 
Binaggio was

Binaggio began emerging as

must, be driven out of Kansas 
City. 


"As governor, I further urgent- 


ly request that you call upon all 
state law enforcement 
agencies, 


and the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation to assist in every way 
possible in bringing an early jus- 
tice to the guilty parties." 


"An early report on the prog- 


ress being made in this investi- 
gation is requested. 


He added that he got in touch

Independence. 


The body of ex-convict Charles 


Gargotta was sprawled on the 
floor near the door. 


One of Binaggio's shoulders wa» 


sprinkled with cigarette ashes. 
There was a pool of blood on the 
floor at his feet and directly over 
bis bullet-pierced head hung the 
picture of President Truman. 


Gargotta, lay in a thick pool 


of blood. He had been brought 
down with a bullet in the h«ad. 
He had clawed desperately at • 
Venetian blind as he fell. Obvious- 
ly he had been running for hi> 
life. 
Risen Rapidly 
Binaggic had risen rapidly to 


political power on the northside 
In the last few years. He had 
challenged the leadership of the 
Pendergast organization where he 
got his start as a precinct worker. 
And his political prestige grew 
when he swung hi* support in 
3943 behind Forrest Smith for 
governor. 


In. his rise to power h* ha* 


been fighting James M. Pender- 
gast, nephew of Tom, the famed 
Democratic, boss o£...the thirties.

Sen. Elmer Thomas Demands 
Senate Investigate Pearson Source

WASHINGTON.—Oklahoma's surly Senator 


"Cotton Elmer" Thomas was so burned up after 
this column corrected his version of General 
Bradley's secret testimony of the possibility of 
war that Thomas has now ordered a Senate 
subcommittee to investigate. 


The subcommittee is supposed to find out how 


this column got General Bradley's secret testi- 
mony. Senator Thomas had reported lo the press 
that the chief of staff was not worried about 
war with Russia. To keep the record straight, 
however, this column gave a word-by-word ac- 
count of Bradley's remarks, which differed con- 
siderably from Senator Thomas's version. 


Following this, "Cotton Elmer" named three 


Senator* to investigate this columnist — Jo* 
OTVTahonej- of Wyoming, Willis Robertson of 
Virginia and Homer Ferguson of Michigan. They 
are now checking on all the secret transcripts 
to find which one might have slipped into Drew 
Pearson's hands. What stumps the investigators, 
however, is that the column also quoted what 
General Bradley said off-the-record — which 
doesn't even appear in the stenographic tran- 
script*. 


So far the subcommittee suspects a certain 


Republican Senator of leaking the story to Pear- 
ion, but I can assure the subcommittee that it* 
chief suspect wasn't even present during Brad- 
ley's testimony. 


Meanwhile, thjs column serves notice that any 


time a responsible official is misquoted on any- 
thing the public in entitled to know about, the 
column will do its best to get the true facts. 
More to Inveattgato 
What Bradley said, summed up briefly, was 


that Hussia won't have th* industrial capacity 
nor the atomic stockpile to start a war for at 
least two years. However, he warned that Russia 
te a bully nation and might get careless whom 
she pushes around. He also refused to predict 
What Hussia might do after two years. 


General Bradley also made other significant 


observations the public is entitled to know but 
which this column didn't have space to print 
In the story now being investigated. So here is 
some more for the investigators to investigate. 


Sen. Burnet Maybank of South Carolina ques- 


tioned Bradley sharply on whether the $13,000,- 
000,000 budget was an absolute minimum. 


"I certainly would hate to see the figure be- 


come any smaller," replied Bradley. Then h« 
declared flatly: "This amount was determined 
before we learned that Russia had the atomic 
bomb." 


He assured, however, that he was willing to 


go along with a $13,000,000,000 budget for the 
sake of economy. 


"Tn other words," suggested Massachusetts' 


Sen. Leverett Saltonstall, "as a good citizen you 
believe we should live within our means." 


"Yes, but I would like te qualify that," Brad- 


ley hesitated.' 


"You don't want to qualify the good citizen 


part," smiled Saltonstall. 


Then 
Bradley 
explained: "The eventual 


strength of our country depends upon its in- 
dustrial capacity. We must not destroy that by 
•pending too much from year to year. So if I 
came .here recommending $30,000,000,000 or 
$40,000,000,000 for defense, you should start 
searching for a new chairman of the joint chiefs 
ot staff. . . . 


"It is true that our forces—ground, air and 


navy—are not sufficient now to fight a ma.ior 
War," Bradley emphasized. "Nor do we expect 
to be sufficient for such a calamity by the end 
«f fiscal year 1951," h* continued. "But I feel 
that we are going to achieve the necessary 
forces to prevent a disastrous attack from erip- 
•Hng the nation. I also believe that we will fee 
able te win a war if it comes." 


He predicted that this country's "mobilization 


base"—its industrial potential, reserve forces 
and military education system—would "win a 
war if it is thrust upon us." 


"This is a risk that we take," solemnly added 


the chief of staff

When hard-driving, imaginative Secretary 


for Air Stuart Symington changes desks to run 
the National Security Resources Board, he will 
find an outfit about as full of snap as a worn- 
out spring. On the books, the NSRB has the 
vital job of blueprinting civil defense, relocating 
industries, finding the most effective use of 
resources, and planning for regulating produc- 
tion, manpower, and government facilities in 
time of emergency. 


But, 
this all-important board has been both 


leaderless and kicked around by agencies that 
should be obeying its orders. 


The military-controlled Munitions Board is 


now virtually independent. The Atomic Commis- 
sion has not turned over enough hard facts 
about atomic warfare to- plan a realistic civil 
defense. And, the General Services Administra- 
tion does not want to give the board authority 
to plan the relocation of government. 


Inside^ reason why the NSRB takes such a 


kicking ^around is that it has had no full-time 
boss. John Steelman, the eager professor and 
No. 1 White House aide, is the acting chairman. 
His method of operation was to take a quick 
peek at the board about once a week, see a few 
officials on the run, and dash back across the 
street to the White House. During the coal strike 
and the presidential junket to Key West, the 
only way to reach Steelman was by telephone. 


NOTE—The kidnapping of the reluctant Sym- 


iAgton for this key post was a neat double play 
by Secretary of Defense Johnson. Symington 
was the last remaining armed force secretary 
with an independent -following. He was too tough 
for Johnson to handle. Neither conscientious 
Navy Secretary Francis Matthews nor Secre- 
tary-of-the-Army-to-be Frank Pace is likely to 
get in a public scrap with Johnson over economy 
cuts. 


Letting Germany Rearm Now 
Would be a Dangerous Step

Winston Churchill for the second time in re- 


cent weeks has proposed that the Germans be 
called on to aid the defense of their own coun- 
try and Western Europe against possible attack 
by Russia. 


He insisted that in his first comment he said 


nothing about "rearming Germany." 
But he 


added that he sees no reason why British, Am- 
erican, French and German soldiers "should not 
stand in the line together on honorable terms 
of comradeship as part of a combined system 
of defense." 


There's nothing particularly new in Church- 


ill's views. Many western officials have been 
saying for some time, either publicly or private- 
ly, that Germany must be allowed to take part 
in the defense of the West. 


But it's an explosive issue. 
Naturally the 


West, and especiallyy France, doesn't wish to 
encourage the rebirth of the same German 
military might that twice carried the world into 
war. 
A Germany strong enough militarily to 


stand on its own feet and throw its weight 
wherever it chose is considered unthinkable. 


What the West wants is a German force that 


could be incorporated into a general West Eu- 
ropean army and held under outside control. 
Such a force would stand, too, as a balance 
against East German combat units converted 
from the so-called "people's police" in the So- 
viet zone of Germany. 


As one writer put, it, the West is trying to con- 


ceive a German army "which will impress the 
Russians but will not alarm the French." 


Yet such an objective may very well be im- 


possible. Germany's military value doesn't lie 
in her rank-and-file manpower but in her in- 
dustrial strength, her trained officer corps, her 
highly developed military technology. 
It is 


these the West needs. 


The foot soldiers of whom Churchill speaks 


are not required. The West has plenty of ordi- 
nary military manpower. There's a big ques- 
tion, moreover, just how well the German foot 
soldier would fight under foreign leadership in 
a cause h* has thus far showed no great interest 
in. 


The uncomfortable fact it that the military 


know-how and economic strength the West real- 
ly requires cannot actually be gained without 
allowing Germany to rearm in the very way 
we consider most dangerous. 


There may come a time when it will be safe 


to permit German rearmament in the only man- 
ner that will do the West genuine good. But 
that moment doesn't even appear to be in sight 
right now. It will arrjve when Germany has 
unmistakably embraced enough of the West's 
ideals of freedom and democracy to wish to 
identify itself voluntarily with the European 
family of free nations. 


Traffic Jam 


To anyone who may think the big cities are 


permanently solving their traffic problems by 
construction of multi-laned expressways, a few 
statistics from officials in the New York area 
will serve as a corrective. 


Authorities announced that traffic on park- 


ways in Westchester County on the city's north- 
ern border increased IS per cent last year. 
They added that it can b* expected to rise 10 
per cent a year for the next five years at least. 


By 1955, they predicted, these routes will be 


virtually impassable on peak traffic days. Some 
of them are that way for short periods with 
the present value. 


In solving the traffic problem in such large 


centers as New York, we are plainly back to 
scratch. The average motorist can't be blamed 
if he clamors impatiently to hear what the engi- 
naer'i next dream is ta be.

Case of the Missing Cadet 


What Happened to West Point's Richard C. 
Co*, 22, Who Had n o Known 
Reason to Vanish Into Thin Air? 


MANHUNT: On West Point soil, soldiers seek clues to a puzzle.

WEST POINT, N. Y—(NBA)— 


At 6:18 p. m. on Saturday, January 
14, Cadet Richard Cox nodded 
goodbye to his roommate, who was 
leaving for dinner. 


And sometime after that, Cadet 


Cox walked out of the room, too— 
into thin air. He had 
already 


signed out on the barracks reg- 
ister, but he didn't sign in again 
for the 11 p. m. curfew. 


Since that Saturday night, the 


Army's 
Criminal 
Investigation 


Division and the FBI have joined 
in a manhunt as great as the one 
for Judge Crater. And like Judge 
Crater's 
searchers, 
they 
have 


found not a single trace of the 22- 
year-old cadet. 


His disappearance is peculiarly 


mysterious 
because 
of 
certain 


known facts: He was a good stu- 
dent, well-liked by his classmates, 
with no 
reason to desert the 


Army; he was a well-adjusted in- 
dividual, happily in love with a 
childhood sweetheart: he had no 
known enemies; he had given no 
indications of an intent to run away 
and there was George. 


Dick Cox \vas born and brought 


up on a quiet, tree-shaded street 


BETTY TIMMONS: Her 
"steady" since high school was 


Richard. 


in Mansfield, Ohio. 
His family 


still lives in the house where he 
was born. His home life was nor- 
mal, his childhood was normal, 
he was normal. 


• In high school, he was a good 
athlete, playing on the football 
and baseball teams. He and his 
"steady" Betty Tirnmons, went 
to all the dances. They planned to 
get married someday. 


In 1947, Dick Cox enlisted in 


the Army. 
For six months, ha 


served in Schweinfurt and Co- 
burg, Germany, with the occupa- 
tion forces. He rose to the rank 
of sergeant, then took a competi- 
titve examination for admission to 
West Point and passed. 


He 
had 
made no enemies 


throughout his life. Even in Ger- 
many, where some of the enlisted 
men engaged in black marketing, 
he had remained aloof. The inves- 
tigators found 
nothing in his

impending revenge. 


At West Point, he was a model 


cadet. 
He 
didn't strain against 


the rigid discipline, never vio- 
lated the honor system, main-

class. Still no enemies, as far as 
could be learned, nor any reason 
for voluntary disappearance. 


Then George entered the pic- 


ture. The investigators aren't sure 
whether he has anything to do 
with the case or is just one of 
those 
coincidences that compli- 


cate matters. 


But these are the facts: On Jan- 


uary 7, a man showed up at Cox's 
barracks. He asked if this was 
where Dick Cox lived. It was, said 
the cadet officer, but Dick was 
out."Tell him that George called,' 
said the man. "George, his buddy 
in the Army overseas." 


Cox returned later, and greeted 


a man—presumably George—like 
an old friend. They walked out 
together. The next day, a Sunday, 
the two were again seen together, 


Dick mentioned the man to his

telling 


them he was a buddy in Ger- 
many. On Saturday, January 14 
Dick got a call from George. Later 
he said he was annoyed with 
George, and didn't want to waste 
any more time with him.

ing Welch he was going to meet 
George for dinner at Thayer Hall 
a hotel on the campus. No one 
who ate at Thayer that night re- 
members seeing Cox, with 
or 


without a companion. 


No one has seen him since, 


although a gas station attendant 
in Mt. Gilead, Ohio, thought a cus- 
tomer accompanied by a pretty 
girl was the missing cadet. But 
further questioning proved the 
identification was too sketchy to 
go on. 


left behind in his room seemed 
evidence of foul play. There was 
$85 in money and his civilian 
clothing. Theorizing that Cox, had 
he been planning a vanishing act, 
would have taken his money and 
his civvies, Howell said that he 
felt Cox was dead. 


But what could have been the 


motives? Authorities (discredited 
robbery, again because the money 
in the room was mute evidence 
that he didn't have much money 
on his persono.

11 set up a picket line Monday 
and the other 250 employes refus- 
ed to cross it, he added.

Wis., assistant purchasing agent 
ior the electric Sprayit Co., flew 
to Kansas City and obtained a 
replevin for several thousand parts 
his company was purchasing from 
Rupert Diecasting Co. 


Wilkerson said he rented the

The fact that the offer went that 


long without being rejected was 
the most encouraging sign since 
the strike began. 


Federal and state mediators re- 


cessed negotiations indefinitely as 
settlement prospects 
brightened. 


They said both company and union 
agreed to meet again at their call, 


enemy. The U. S. is urgent about 
economic recovery.

tion of Germany into a western 
organization, but only if Britain 
stands at her side to make sure 
that Germany will not eventually 
wag the dog.

Their idea seems to be 
to play East against West for 
their own benefit, and for the 
purpose of taking over Germany 
when the pressures have become 
too great for the Bonn govern- 
ment. The neutrality idea also is 
receiving warm Communist sup- 
port. 


As the Atlantic pact members 


begin to set up their military 
"table of organization," the de- 
fense of Western Germany be- 
comes a prime factor, tt has been 
put aside pending the first steps 
in other countries, and top allied 
officials constntly deny plans for 
rearming the Germans. But the 
question keeps popping up. The 
lower house of the Dutch parlia- 
ment voted only this week in 
favor of rearmament. Evidence of 
Russian rearmament of Eastern 
Germany arrives almost daily. 


More about the whole thing will 


be heard at the London confer- 
ence next month.

Top priority item on the Mar- 


shall Plan list is food. More than 
•one-fourth of ail money spent has 
been used to buy the food needed 
to give Europeans a sustaining 
diet. 
At first, emphasis was on 


shipping immediate supplies of 
wheat and other life-giving foods 
direct from the U. S. The long- 
range objective was to provide 
machinery and, tools to enable 
Europe to produce her own.. Al- 
most 50,000 machines, including 
38,000 tractors, shipped during the 


past two years have contributed 
greatly to increased food produc- 
tion. Among the most spectacular 
achievements was the reclamation 
of wastelands such as the salt and 
alkali flats of Greece, making 
them into a rich rice-producing 
territory. Besides increasing the 
general health of the European 
population, American aid has re- 
sulted in vastly improved morale, 
particularly among the workers.

11 U. S. Super Salesmen and a Loud Necktie 
Show Skeptical British How to Really Sell 


an American producer. 
He col- 


lected valuable dollars in royalty 
form.

NE YORK—(NEA)—The Brit- 


ish have always heard a lot about 
th« brassy, aggressive American 
salesman. Well, it isn't hearsay 
any longer. They know, firsthand. 


Eleven U. S. businessman, vir- 


tually all sales managers, traveled 
to Britain to tell their English 
cousins how to sell more goods 
in this country. Britain needs to 
close a gap of around $600 mil- 
lion a j»ear between what it buys 
and sells here. 


The Americans gave the Brit- 


ishers the full treatment in slam- 
bang sales meeting style, and they 
apparently loved it. British pro- 
ducers decided they were seeing 
Americans as they behaved at 
home, not 
with their company 


manners on display. 


Arthur H. Motley, 49-year-old 


publisher and leader ot" the vis- 
itors, set the key for the trip on 
the way over. 
H-e sca-nned the 


fancy 
speeches his 
companions 


had ready, and suggested they be 
tossed out a porthole. 
* * * 


"When \ve got there we let 'em 


have it straight," Motley says. 
"We told 'em if they wanted to 
earn more U. S. dollars they'd 
have to sell the way we do. We 
made it clear nobody over here 
was going to buy their stuff just 
to help Britain out of a hole. The 
days of 'bundles for Britain' are 
gone. 


"We advised 'em to forget about 


trying 
to 
undersell 
American 


products in some big, concerted 
campaign. Britain is a nation of 
small industries. 
So we recom- 


mended that maybe 10,000 of these 
small producers shoot for our

"That way they could earn mil- 


lions of dollars without creating 
a big stir that could lead to pro- 
posals for higher tariffs to keep 
their goods out."

Americans offered actual case his- 
tories to show it could be done. 
They told of a pneumatic tool 
maker who won a big order from 
General Motors because he con- 
vinced the firm his product was 
superior. They mentioned a pump 
manufacturer who found the U.S. 
tariff too high so decided instead 
to sell his technical know-how to 


The visitors hammered away on 


the 
need 
for 
finding out what 


Americans really like, and biting 
into the market in small chunks. 


Says Motley: 
"We kept talking about the way 


Americans go for color. One day 
I told a meeting: 'You British 
seem to prefer black cars. Well, 
we don't. ,About the only time 
we ride in a black one is on our 
last trip, in a horizontal position.' 


"They joked about our loud ties. 


[ told' 'em that was just another 
proof Americans like color, and 
added: 'Those ties you fellows are 
wearing may be fine merchandise 
But don't bother to send them 
over to us. They wouldn't go.' 


"Once, however, a woman told 


me she liked the screamer I was 
wearing and wished she had one 
like it for her husband. I took 
the tie off right then and gave 
it to her. When she protested, I 
said: 'That's part of the Ameri- 
can sales approach. We believe 
in quick delivery.' "

Motley found himself an object 


of some wonder, too, because he 
wore both a belt and suspenders. 
To the practical British this looked 
a little wasteful. He says: "I told 
the doubters that was a perfect 
example of American selling. You 
don't have to stop at selling a 
man just what he absolutely needs. 
If you can sell a belt to a man 
with suspenders, fine." The Brit- 
ish press made the most of the 
incident, displaying 
pictures of 


Motley with belt and "braces" in 
full view. 


When the British learned the

only since the war, they realized!

the 11 Americans paid their own 
way on the tour that took them 
to seven British cities before 2500 
manufacturers. They went over at 
Britain's invitation.
